Therefore the parties chiefly 
interested, i. e., the public, and the stock- 
holders, should form a small, competent 
committee with authority to work oul 
the details of a solution, to be ratified 
by the proper processes of official action, 
in accord with the foliowing plan: 
, The city.to take over and operate the 
present property, paying the stockhold- 
ers 6 or 7 per cent annually, less the over- 
head bond-interest charge 
All capital employed in betterments 
and all new capital employed in exten-

OUR OWN WAR REVIEW. 


PORE Germans than ever have 
Moossse through the paper this 
week, and they are making much 
better time than they did. Mr. Ant- 
wine, who has been forward, says it 
can be only a short while now until 
there are no Germans on any of the 
front pages, a prospect which every- 
body contemplates with immense sai- 
isfaction. We can have that part of the 
paper again for ordinary newspaper 
purposes, which have been terribly neg- 
lected the past four years. People who 
have been dying and otherwise coming 
into public notice on the back page 
and in other obscure parts will be able 
to address us from those coigns of van- 
tage to which their prominence entitles 
them, and we can go ahead with those 
thousand and one little things which, in 
the aggregate make the newspaper a 
mirror of life. Socrates explained this 
very cloquentliy to our two-story think- 
ers on the editorial page during the 
week. He savs war is not life, but is 
upon the contrary, a complete upsetting 
of all those things which are, so to 
speak, our expectation when we are 
born. Thus the powder works, which 
have nothing to do with any high con- 
cept of life, become during war more 
important than the university, which 
has everything to do with it. Glaucon 
asked Socrates for a definition of war. 
and Socrates, after thinking a moment, 
said it was a state of affairs in which 
all those things which are of the least 
importance become of the most import- 
ance. He asked if anyone thought the 
Kaiser, who made war the mainspring 
of his rule, had a proper notion of life. 
No one, of course, thought that was the 
case; and Fritz said he theught if the 
Kaiser had his hobby to choose again 
he would go in for something like the 
single tax or settlement work.
